Additionally, Figure 1A in the specification recites that the human factor VIII 
polypeptide sequence begins with the amino acid sequence, MQIELSTCFF, for example. However, the CRF recites that the seuqence 
starts with the sequence ATRRYYLGAV, for example. The sequences listed in the disclosure must be the same as the sequences 
listed in the CRF. The above are examples and not intended to indicate that the Examiner has made an exhaustive review of the 
application. Applicant is urged to carefully review the application to ensure that it fully complies with the sequence rules. 

The Examiner would also like to direct Applicant to the sequences listed in Figures 5, 7, and 9, where the complement of 
said sequences have not been provided with a proper sequence identifier number as required by 37 §1.821 through 1.825.
